lyn handicap, valued at $25,000, at the 
Gravesend track. It was estimated 
at least 40,000 people were present, ai 
many returned home unable to get any 
where near the track.

Lowlauder, the win 
ner of the last year's Suburban, wa 
standing still, and did not get sway a 
all, while Sport and Clifford, the heavily 
backed favorite, seemed to be practical!;

Blitzen was in fifth 
place, while Sir Walter was sixth. Co- 
manche was seventh, Banquet had fallen 
back to eighth and Ajax was beginning 
to hold out signals of distress in ninth 
place.

Onee.more the little political bee has 


made its annual spring visit to the bonnets 


f a multitude, comparatively speaking, of 
ur ambitious statesmen and politicians, 
nd from the probable candidates for a 
ongressional nomination, down to those 
f a nomination for the office of common 
councilman, 
the 
political 
lights 
and 


hadows, are discussing the future and 
what it will bring forth. 


Several men heretofore, comparatively 


unknown in the political arena, are don' 
ning their armor to.wage the battle of the 
all, and from present indications the next 
'ew years will bring Into prominence a 
number of worthy candidates. 


We have also, sad to relate, some men 


mce democrats of more or less prominence 
whose names will not be seen on any tick- 
its next fall as democrats, and who have 
>?en decidedly unfit to be members of the 
party. These men may run for office, but 
as democrats and by democrats they could 
not be elected to the most insignificant 
office in the city—according to all accounts. 


The Congressional Fight. 


The most important office always comes 


.n first, for consideration and accordingly, 
the democrats of the district are talking 
possible candidates for congress. 


Hon. Moses T. Stevens will probably 


:ome up again for a recomination. Then, 
ais son Sam. Stevens, a very competent 
man and thoronghbredidemocrat, it is said, 
will be in the fight if his father declines to 
run. 
In Lawrence there are two candi- 


dates, Col. J. P. Sweeney and ex-Mayor 
Bruce, neither of whom at the present 
time is very strong. 


Our own contribution to the list of pos- 


sible candidates consists of three men, all 
of whom are quite strong, and John C. 
Burke, Nathan D. Pratt and Geo. W. Fi- 
fleld are the three. 


Lawyer Burke is a democrat with a very 


bright future before him, and the demo- 
cratic leaders consider he would be an ex- 
ceptionally strong candidate if the party 
made him their nominee He is also stated 
for another position, but of that later. 
Assessor Pratt's friends have talked of his 
chances, but it is said, Mr. Pratt does not 
care to run. 
Ex-Mayor Fifield's friends 


claim that his strength is great. 


The Mayoralty Assortment 


is large and varied. The many friends of 
William F. Courtney, who was robbed of 
an election by traitrous members of his 
party, maintain that he can win this year, 
and in. convention he will hare a strong 
backing. The position of mayor is one 
which the friends of Lawyer Burke would 
like to see him hold. They think that he 
could fill tbat position or the one men- 
tioned above in a manner entirely satis- 
factory. Then Alderman S. J. Johnson 
has many friends who would like to have 
him carry off the honors in convention. 
The doctor is for clean politics, first, last 
and always, and would make a desirable 
head official. But these are not the only 
ones who appear to be possible candidates, 
for Alderman Bagley, Miles F. Brennan 
of the water board, J. L. Chalifoux, ex- 


Reynolds, Andrew Donohoe, William Mc- 
Carty, James Miskella and several others 
not yet prominently mentioned.

Councilman O'Connor 
and Charles L. 


Marren, 
Mr. Stafford was urged to enter 


the fight but declined as he thinks he has 
a good job now and should take care 
of it. 


For aldermen there seem to be but few 


aspirants talked of In this ward, John W. 
McEvoy being among the number.

not yet decided whether Alderman Bagley 
will seek renomination or be -a candidate 
for the mayoralty. 


Senator Brady will be a candidate to 


succeed himself and at present_it appears 
that he will have no democratic opponent.

for democracy to tell the truth.

Vey will vouch for this, for he sold his 
house in that ward and moved into Three 
where he could breath the pure air of a 
democratic locality. 
Nevertheless, 
the 


hopefnl democrats will never despair while 
there is a chance to elect a man and they 
will have a quartet of would-be aldermen 
to pick from. The four are Cassius Pierce 
of the American Express company, Ed. 
Rodgers, the well known labor man, John 
Ryan (not the councilman) and Henry Mc- 
Donald.

And here is a ward where aggressive 


democracy makes things interesting qnite 
frequently. Although the voters are as 
yet discussing which set of candidates will 
be received into the democratic city com- 
mittee, they find a few moments for gazing 
into the future.

Crowley of Ward One are mentioned asrcan- 
didates in their ward. In Ward Five also, 
Anthony Lavery and Thomas J. Fiynn are 
said to be after a nomination, and in Ward 
Sis James Gallagher and Overseer Gookin 
are slated. 


There will be a man elected from Ward 


Three to the position and his name won't 
be Nolan, according to sentiment now pre- 
vailing. 


Considering the time of year and the un- 


certainty of the political atmosphere, it 
might be well to add in conclusion "this 
program is subject to change." 


GREAT FIRE 


Two Hundred Boston 


Families Homeless, 


A Conflagration Sweeps a 


Thickly Settled District 


in the South End. 


The Blaze Started by a Cigarette at the 


Base Ball Grounds and Spread 


with Amazing Rapidity. 


Over 190O Persons Driven From Their 


Homes to the Straeti—Hundred* of Chil- 


dren Lost in tfcp Crowd—Relief Fumla 


Opened—Terrible Calamity to the City.

BOSTON. May 16.—The fire fiend made * 


home run at the ball grounds yesterday. 
It left everything flat, with the exception 
of the fence from the third-base bleachers 
to the middle of the center-field fence. 


About 3000 people were present to see ' 


the Boston and Baltitaorts play. Tbe 
Bostons had just gone out in the third, 
and the Orioles were prepared to bat. 
Brodie, wfch bat in hand, walked np to 
the plate to lace Lovett's curves. 


Just then a flutter of the black mass on 


the right-field bleachers was seen. From 
the grand stand a dozen of men could be 
seen jumping down to the ground. It 
looked as if two men were haviug a fistic 
argument. 


Bnt more people scurried down. 
Then 


those in the grand stand saw the canse of 
it all. A thin coil of blue smoke arose be- 
hind the seats. It drifted heavenward, and 
was wafted away by the brisk west wind. 
Another puff of smoke, followed by a 
bursting sheet ol fiaine, sent the remain- 
der of those on the seats down pellmell. 


The policeman stationed at the right 


field gate watched the flr» creep along tbe 
fence to the back of the house near tbe 
bleachers. 
No one felt called upon, 


officer, players or men, to ring in an 
alarm, and the fire swept on. 


It would have been an easy task to ex- 


tinguish the blaze had some one rung in 
an alarm at once. 


But the delay ol 10 minutes, was fatal. 


The first smoke was seen about 4:12, and 
it was 4:22 before the alarm sounded from 
box 215, at the corner of Tremont and 
Cabot streets. 


Then there was a delay of another 10 


minutes in getting a stream to playing. 
When the one engine responded a dozen 
could not have put it out. 


Dist-ict Chief Sawyer was agked to rins 


in a second alarm, but he refused, which 
was another bad mistake. 


Wu It Started by Boys? 


The fire started in a pile of lumber 


which was lying under the right-field 
bleachers. 
A group of boys were seen 


near the place a few minutes before, and 
at the same time that the fire was dis- 
covered they were seen to run away. 
Be- 


fore any of the spectators had a chance to 
follow them it was evident that the fire 
needed all their attention. 
In a moment 


it had leaped up to the seats, and, fanned 
by a brisk breeze, swept toward the grand 
stand. 


So rapidly had the flames spread that 


before the occupants of the grand stand 
seemed to realize their danger they were 
forced to flee, and with all their haste the 
ones in the rear narrowly escaped being 
caught. 


The woodwork was as dry as punk. J 


rain has fallen for a long time, and as it 
was several minutes before the streams 
were in effective shape, there wag a roar 
and nothing was left but ashes, as the 
flames swept on through the rafters of the 
structure. The left-field bleachers were 
next ignited. 


Meanwhile the sparks had fallen npoa 


the house across Berlin street, a narrow 
thoroughfare which bounds the baseball 
grounds. These buildings were all of 
wood, and they burned as freely as those 
within the enclosure. 


The wind, which seemed to have in1 


creased, drove the fire directly into the 
heart of these buildings, aud it rushed on 
toward Tremont street, reaching out to 
the right and left until the entire square 
between the ball grounds and Tremont 
street, and extending north from Wai- 
pole street, was burning fiercely. The 
schoolhouse, which stood at the corner of 
Walpole and Tremont streets, a brick 
structure, checked the progress of the 
fire only for a moment, and that, too, was 
numbered among those consumed. 


Across Tremont Street. 


Tremont street at this point is 80 feet 


wide. There are. wooden buildings on the 
other side. 
The wind carried the flames 


across the street, and the buildings on 
Walpole street were soon burning. Tbe 
firemen in the vicinity turned their at- 
tention, in. this direction, but no sooner 
had they done so than the flames shot up 
toward Coventry street, on that side of 
Tremont 
which is nearest the ball 


grounds. 


They swept on in this direction for three 


squares, devouring the homes of the men 
and women who were working with fran- i 
tic energy to get out their household 
goods, and eren before they could remove 
these to a ssfe place the Walls would burn 
and crnmble down. 


At 5 o'clock the entire block along the 


west side of Tremont street, from Wal- 
pole to Burke, was a brilliant mass of 
flames, which swept across to the oppo- 
site side and soon engulfed the buildings 
along the east side for four blocks. The 
tons of water that had been poured into 
tbe buildings from every side apparently 
had not the sli^'ntest effect, and tbe 
tongues of flame licked up everything in 
their path 1 fcc ">o muih tinder. 


By this time the residents of the tene-i 


ments for nearly half a mile around had 
become alarmed and were moving all 
their property into tbe streets and seek- 
ing for place? of safety. 
So rapidly did 


the fire eat its way. however, that those 
in the blocks sd joining Trcmont street ia 
the burning district did not have time to 
eare their household effects, and barely 
escaped with their lives. 


Frightful Scenes. 


The streets-A ere filled with frightened 


women and children, poor people who 
were trying to save a part of their small 
property, xnd harrying firemen and po- 
licemen. Furniture of nil kinds littered 
the sidewalks, and tha firemen were 
greatly hamped by the obstructions. 


By 6 o'clock the conflagration bad ex- 


leiiried from Tremont to Cabot street, and j 
was yet beyond the control of the fir?- i 
men. Again and again Ihe fire-fighters 


a' st*nd and poured thousand* et 


gallons OC water upon the flames, but 
still they iwept on, and it seemed as 
though nothing could atop thorn. 


Shortly after 6 o'cloqV several steamers 


arrived 
from 
surrounding cities aud 


towns, and every effort was made to stop 
the fire at Cabot street. But in spite of 
the vigorous ouslaughts of the greater 
part of the Boston department and the 
assistance ot the ftremen from surround- 
ing towns, the fire could not be cheuked, 
and not until it oad burned from Cabot 
street half way through to Warwick 
street and from Burke street to Milford 
court was the limit of the burned district 
on the southeast side of the ball grounds 
reached. 


Wbi'e the firemen were fighting the 


flames on this side, the fire was spread- 
ing from Wnlpole street toward Milford 
place on the southwest side of the ball 
grounds, and in half an hour all tbe build- 
incs ia this block were in ruins. Not 
here even did the fire stop, but burned on 
until it reached Ruggles street «t on« 
poiut, consumed tbe houses on both sk'es 
of Chapel street and kid low the struc- 
tures on Sudbury place. 


At Ruggles street on the west and 


Cabot street on the southeast tbe fire was 
pruaically atopped, and i»t 7:30 the fire 
was under control aud in no danger of 
spreading further. 


On the northwest side of the ball 


grounds tbe tracks of tbe Old Colony 
prevented the conflagration from spread- 
ing in that direction. 


The fire was an unusually hot one, and 


one of the hardest to fight ia the history 
of the Boston fire department. 


Three steamer*, Nos. 24, W and SB, had 


to be abandoned because of the heat. 
About 6.30 Chief Webber was forced to 
retire almost exhausted, with his facs 
covered with blisters caused by the heat, 
but he bravely returned to the battle soon 
after and urged on his men. 


The Injured. 


The list of injured is large, although no 


case has as yet bten reported fatal. A 
large number of ts\e firemen were tem- 
porarily blinded from smoke and cinders, 
.fourteen cases of bruises and other in- 
juries received bf persons from falling 
bricks, glass, etc., were treated. Lieu- 
tenant Sawyer of chemical JO was se- 
verely burned. He also had two ribs frac- 
tured by a falling rafter. 
Fireman Tol-

Tbe flro 'started in a pile of Inmber 


which was lying under .tho 
bleachers,

covered thoy were seen to run away.

"ore ary of the spectators hod a chunco to 
follow them it was evident that the flre 
needed all their attention. 
In a momenl 


t had leaped up to the sents, nnd, fanned 
jy a brisk breeze, swept toward the grand 
itnnd. 


So rapidly had the flames sprend that 


)efore the occupants of the grand stand 
eemed to realize their danger they were 
"torced to flee, and with all their haste tho

The woodwork was as dry as punk. No 


rain has fallen for a long time, uncj as it 
was several minutes before the streams 
were in effective shape, there was a roar 
md nothiug wns left but ashes, aa the 
lamea swept on through the rnftera of tho 
tructure. The left-field bleachers were 
next ignited. 


Meanwhile tbe sparks had fallen upon 
he house across Berlin street, a nnrrow 
borough fare which bounds the baseball 
grounds.

The wind, which seemed to have In1 
reased, drove the flre directly into the 
eart of these buildings, and it rushed on 
oward Tremont street, ranching out to 
he right and left until the entire square 
atween the ball grounds and Tremont 
treet. and extending north from Wal- 
ole street, wns burning fiercely. Tho 
choolhouae, which stood at the corner of 
Walpole and Tremont streets, a brick 
tructure, checked the progress of the 
re only for a moment, aud that, too, was 
umbered among those consumed. 


Across Tromont Street. 


Tremont street at this point is 80 feet 
Ida, There nro wooden buildings on tbe 
ther side.

By this time the residents of tbo tene- 


ments for ucnrly hnlf a mllo nround bad 
become nlnrmcd nnd wore moving all 
their property into tho streets and Heck- 
Ing for placci of safety. So rapidly did 
tho flro cat Ita wiiy, however, Lhnt those 
In the blocks mljofnlng Tremont street in 


gallons of 'water upon .the ilumcs, but 
still they, jjwept 'on, nud It sueined as 
though, nolhlug could stop thorn.

While th'f firemen . were lighting the 


flames' oh this side, the flre was spread^ 
Ing from "Walpolo street toward Milford 
place on tbe southwest sldo of tho ball 
grounds, and in half an hour nil tbe build- 
incn In this block were in ruins. .Not 
here even did the flre stop, but burned on 
until It rcachod Rugglcs street nt OUH 
point, consumed the bouses on both HI< 
of Chupel street and liiid low Lho struc- 
tures on Sudbury plucu. 


At Rugglen street on the west- 


Cabot street an the southeast tho flre was 
practically etopped. nnd st T:3Q tbo flro 
was under control aud in no danger ol 
fipreadiug further.

grounds the tracks of the Old Colony 
prevented the conflagration from spread- 
ing in that direction.

A local electrician 
s»ys he believes every church organ here is 
worked by & water motor. The organ in 
Masonic temple Is probably the only organ 
electrically equipped and this is safely 
guarded. 


But nevertheless, an inspector of wires is 


needed to 
examine the wiring of our 


blocks. Overhead wires are always dan 
gerous, while dead wires when left in posi 
lion are a menace to public safety which 
might be easily and quickly remedied. 


There hare been about 75 feet of dead 


wire over the Pawtncket bridge all winter. 
As the wind blows it freely about it is ex 
tremely dangerous. 


On Suffolk street near Dr. Osgood's are 


two wires hausing so low that a man can 
easily reach them. 


On Cabot street in two places where elec 


trie wires enter buildings, one in a barbe 
shop, the other a laundry, the wires ar 
•within reach. 


Complaints have been made that an elec 


trie light wire on one of tbe streets of th 
Hamilton corporation hangs entirely toi 
low for safety. As one man remarked "I 
Is almost low enough to hang clothes on.

by fire originating from a defective electric 
irire in the organ motor has Riven rise to 
speculation if many Lowell organs and 
contiguous property are in danger from 
fire by the same canse. A local electrician 
says he believes every church organ here is 
worked by a water motor. The organ in 
Masonic temple is probably tbe only organ 
electrically equipped and this is safely 
guarded. 


But nevertheless, an inspector of wires is 


needed to 
examine the wiring of our 


blocks. Overhead wires are always dan- 
gerous, while dead wires when left in posi- 
tion are a menace to public safety which 
might be easily and quickly remedied. 


There have been about 75 feet of dead 


wire over the Pawtncket bridge all winter. 
As the wind blows It freely about it is ex- 
tremely dangerous. 


On Suffolk street near Dr. Osgood's are 


two wires hanaing so low that a man can 
easily reach them. 


On Cabot street in two places where elac 


trie wires enter buildings, one in a barber 
shop, the other a laundry, the wires are 
within reach. 


Complaints have been made that an elec 


trie light wire on one of tbe streets of the 
Hamilton corporation hangs entirely too 
low for safety. As one man remarked "H 
is almost low enough to hang clothes on.' 


It is said also that there are a few dan 


gerously located wires on Paige street.

The fire started in a pile of lumber 


which wa- lying under the right-field 
bleachers. 
A, group of hoys were seen 


near the place a few minutes before, and 
at the same, time that the fire was dis- 
covered they were seen to run away. Be- 
fore any of the spectators had a chance to 
follow them it was evident that the fire 
needed all their attention. 
In a moment 


it had leaped up to the seats, and, fanned 
by a brisk breeze, swept toward the grand 
stand. 


So rapidly had the flames spread that 


before the occupants of the grand stand 
seemed to realize their danger they were 
forced to flee, and with all their haste the 
ones in-the rear narrowly escaped being 
caueht. 


The woodwork was ap dry as punk. No 


rain has fallen for a long time, and as it 
was several minutes before the streams 
were in effective shape,, there was a roar 
and nothing was left but ashes, as the 
flames swept on through the rafters of the 
structure. The left-field bleachers were 
next ignited. 


Meanwhile the sparks had fallen upon 


the house across Berlin street, a narrow 
thoroughfare which bounds the baseball 
grounds. These buildings were all of 
wood, and they burned as freely as those 
within the enclosure. 


The winrl, which seemed to have in! 


creased, drove the fire directly into the 
heart of these buildings, aud it rushed on 
toward Tremont street, reaching out to 
the right and left until the entire square 
between the ball grounds and Tremont 
street, and extending north from "Wal- 
pole street, was burning fiercely. The 
schoolbouse, which stool at the corner of 
Walpole and Tremont streets, a brick 
structure, checked the progress of the 
fire only for a moment, and that, too, was 
numbered among those consumed. 


Across Tretnont Street. 


Tremont. street at, this point is SO feet 


•wide. There are wooden builiiinsis on the 
other side.

across the street, and the buildings on 
Walpole street were soon burning. The 
firemen in the vicinity turned their at- 
tention in this direction, hut no sooner 
had they done so than the flames shot up

They swept oti in this direction for three 


equares, devouring the homes of the men 
and women who were working with fran- 
tic energy to get out their household 
goods, and even before they could remove 
these to a safe place the walls would burn 
and crumble down. 


At 5 o'clock the entire block along the 


west side of Tremont street, from Wal- 
pole to Burke, was a brilliant mnso of 
flames, which swept across to the oppo- 
site side and soon engulfed the buildings 
along the east aide for four blocks. The 
tons of water that had been poured into 
the buildings from every side apparently 
had not the slightest effect, and the 
tongues of flame licked up everything in 
their path like so much tinder. 


.By this time the residents of the tene- 


EJeats for nearly balf a mile around had 
become alarmed and were moving all 
their property Into the streets and seek- 
ing for places of. safety. So rapidly did 
ths Sri eat its way. however, that those 
in the block* adjoining Tremont street in 
the burning district did not have time to 
gave their household effects, and barely 
escaped with their lives. 


Frightful Scene*. 


The streets were filled with frightened 


women and children, poor p»opie who 
were trying to save a part of their small 
property, and hurrying firemen and po- 
licemen. Furniture of all kinds littered 
the sidewalks, and the firemen wera 
greatly hamped by the obstructions. 


By 6 o'clock the conflagration hart ex- 


tended from Tremont to Cabot street, and 
was yet beyond the control of the fire- 
men. Again and again the fire-fighters 
made a stand and poured thousands of 
gallons of water upon the flames, but 
still they swept on, and it seemed as 
though nothing could stop them.
